Across the pond: local architecture and 
history, places Boston not so far from TW9 


My month 

•S* Finally sorted out 
the celebrations for 
our 25th Wedding 
Anniversary this month. 
Booked a bargain 
break to Marrakech and 
organised a lunch for 
friends and family at Ma 
Cuisine Bistrot in Kew. 

•S* See two famous 
houses either side 
of the Thames via

One of only four 
remaining river ferry 
routes in London not 
replaced by a bridge 
or tunnel. 


I have just spent a week of 
the most unseasonal and 
freezing spring in New York 
and Boston, USA. I was the guest 
of the fifth annual Women in 
Comedy Festival in Boston and 
decided to combine my trip with 
business and catch up with family 
along the way. I arrived in both 
New York and Boston in blizzards 
and was extremely glad Yd packed 
my winter boots and ‘duvet’ coat 
so that I could sightsee and shop in 
warmth and comfort! 

Extreme weather conditions 
aside, it was my first ever visit to 
Boston and I was impressed with 
the relaxed ease of the City and 
enjoyed staying in Cambridge, 
home to Ivy League university, 
Harvard. There are parallels with 
the English town of Cambridge 
(which I also visited last month 
when I took part in Cambridge 
WordFest) and as with the UK 


a 2.5 mile walk. The city played 
a central role in the history of 
America and from its colonisation 
and naming by English puritans in 
1630 (after Boston in the North 
East of England) it rose to cultural, 
political, financial and educational 
prominence as the buzzing capital 
of New England. 

Richmond also rose to 
prominence in the 17th century 
so it isn’t surprising that I felt so at 
home in Boston. There is a similar 
architectural mix of gracious 
Georgian houses and hidden 
squares combining opulence and 
grandeur with contrasting artisan 
charm downtown. 

Richmond, and its surrounding 
neighbourhoods of Isleworth, 
Sheen and Kew, have been the 
seat of Royalty dating back to 
the Doomsday Book and there 
is probably an historic reference 
under every paving slab or patch 



version, there is a real buzz about 
treading in the footsteps of the 
world’s greatest scholars. 

I love a bit of history and 
Boston’s ‘Freedom Trail’ links 16 
of the City’s historically significant 
locations and events together with

of green sward. It was the Tudors 
and, in particular, Queen Elizabeth 
I who distinguished the leafy town 
on the River Thames by spending 
much of her time at Richmond 
Palace and dying there in 1603. 

Built in 1501 in the royal 
manor of Sheen by Henry VII, 
the palace was named after his 
title, Earl of Richmond. The 
name caught on and Richmond 
is now the most duplicated UK 
place name with 57 occurrences 
worldwide! No wonder it’s such a 
mecca for tourists. 

Although the palace no longer 
stands, our very own ‘royal trail’ 


includes the royal parks and 
significantly regal properties such 
as Ham House, Marble Hill House 
and Hampton Court Palace, are 
all within easy reach of central 
London just eight miles away. 

The 18 th century Richmond 
Bridge and the arrival of the 
railway in 1846, created a gateway 
to the world. 

Today, cycling and walking 
have replaced stag hunting in the 
Royal Parks and the flower and 
fauna are sought as easily accessible 
nature-fixes for city dwellers. I feel 
enormously privileged to live and 
work in such an historic place.

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Northern Soul in Surrey 

Soul sensation Lisa Stansfield tells Jay Baylis about her years in the 
wilderness, picnicking in Surrey and the return other famous mole... 



S he has literally sung All 
Around The World but 
despite 20 millions album 
sales, Rochdale born Lisa Stansfield 
says the thought of performing at 
Hampton Court Palace next month 
is giving her the heebee-geebees. 

‘I’ve never played anywhere 
so posh,’ she booms in her strong 
Rochdale accent. C I mean, I have 
never performed anywhere where 
they have picnic baskets and stuff 
like that. It’s going to be strange. 

‘But I tell you what: it’s also 
going to be brilliant,’ she grins. ‘The 
setting is gorgeous and I want to get 
my own picnic basket on stage and 
have my own sandwich. 

‘I played the Tower of London a 
few years back and I tell you what, 
it was rubbish. They had a noise 
curfew so I couldn’t blast out any 
music and everyone was sat listening 
in the moat. I wanted to have a 
massive party. 


‘So at Hampton Court that’s 
what we’re going to do. It’ll be a bit 
of the new stuff and a lot of the old 
stuff, because that’s what everyone 
wants to hear.’ 

Currently in the middle of 
recording her seventh album, Lisa 
ruled the airwaves in the late 80s 
and early 90s with hits such as All 
Woman, All Around The World 
and Change. When she flirted with a 
more pop sound for her sixth album 
The Moment, it failed to catch the 
public’s imagination. ‘Pop doesn’t 
suit me,’ she admits. Tve realised, 
don’t fight what you’re good at.’ 

So she decamped to Ireland 
where she took stock of her historic 
rise and recharged. ‘I had a bit of a 
burn out,’ she reveals. ‘I didn’t want 
to get involved in the funny cycle of 
stuff that was going on in the media 
with all the reality shows, so I took 
time out and now I am picking up 
the pieces after a 14-year holiday in

Ireland,’ she laughs. 

‘I had a beautiful house in Dublin 
overlooking the sea, it was incredible 
with a beautiful piano where I used 
to write songs, but after a while I just 
thought I don’t want to do this any 
more. I decided I don’t like peace 
and quiet. 

‘I’d also been writing so much 
new stuff that it was starting to 
become something else and I had 
to go and make sense of the last ten 
years of stuff.’ 

The ‘last ten years of stufF she 
explains will be her seventh studio 
album: ‘The album has no name yet 
but everyone keeps calling it Seven. 
So maybe it’s a good name for an 
album. Maybe it’s my lucky seven? 

It will be going back to what we did 
in the first place: Soul and RnB. It’s 
what we are best at.’ 

‘We’ is Lisa and her husband of 
15 years (and co-writer and record 
producer for 25) musician Ian 
Devaney, who she met at school. 

The couple started a group called 
Blue Zone in the 80s which in turn 
led to working with producers Matt 
Black and Jonathan More who, 
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Honest to God, that mole, like me, 
disappeared for ten years and now 
I’m coming back it’s reappeared! 


inspired by Lisa’s voice released her 
debut album, Affection in 1989. 
Five more albums followed and 
the couple still write and perform 
together. 

She says their secret of staying 
together is just being really good 
friends: ‘We have a good laugh 
together and aren’t fussed what each 
other are up to. To me the most 
important thing is not to pick holes 
in your partner, because he is your 
partner and if you’re going to pick 
holes why did you choose him?’ 

Lisa and Ian have now moved 
back to London but her openness 
and straight talking does throw her 
new neighbours. ‘I have to go to 
Chelsea where my doctor is and I 
really don’t fit in. I just go into cafes 
and bars and everyone thinks I am a 
freak because I am an honest person 
and I just say it as it is and they get 
freaked out by it,’ she cackles. ‘I 
much prefer Richmond. I’ve been 
to Richmond many times and it is a 
very beautiful place.’ 

After her UK gigs in June, Lisa’s 
hoping her new album will be 
released this summer around the 
same time as her latest project: a 
film with Steve Coogan’s company 
called Northern Soul. Directed by 
Elaine Constantine, it’s the uplifting 
tale of two friends in the 70s whose 
worlds are changed forever when 
they discover the black American 
soul scene in the north of England. 


For Lisa, who plays one of the boy’s 
mums, she says the script was a 
dream come true as she grew up 
with the Northern Soul scene. 

‘My first kiss was to a Northern 
Soul song, Needle In A Haystack 
by The Velvelettes, when I was 11. 

It was with this boy called James. It 
was vile. I sat on his knee, he kissed 
me and I ran away. 

‘When Elaine showed me 
the script she asked what do you 
think it’s going to be like? I said: 
“Northern Soul English Saturday 
Night Fever!’ 

It’s clear when Lisa comes to 
Hampton Court she will be bringing 
loads of her northern charm with 
her. But there’s something else that 
will be making a comeback; her 
infamous mole. 

‘Honest to God, that mole, 
like me, disappeared for ten years 
and now I’m coming back it’s 
reappeared,’ she says. ‘The more 
pencil I used to put on it, the more 
it disappeared when I took my 
make up off. But now I’ve started to 
accentuate it again its come back. 

‘It’s crazy my fucking mole’s 
back. I’m back, but no one’s 
interested in me. It’s all about my 
mole,’ she breaks out with another 
chorus of infectious cackling.. .it’s 
going to be a fun night.

While Claridges experiences something of a renaissance, what of its sister hotel? 
Now in its 116th year, we went along to see what this silent partner has to offer... 


C hecking in to this classic British 

establishment, it’s clear that five-star 
luxury is their brand. From being 
offered a hot towel to cleanse with, to being 
shown personally to my room, the hotel 
thrives on small touches. 

Known for its understated elegance, 

The Berkeley allows its attention to detail 
to maintain their award winning standards. 
There’s little you won’t find here, from 
body-sculpting pillows to hand-crafted 
biscuits. The entrance hall is festooned with 
apricot coloured tulips, keeping it bright and 
fragrant while I’m told I can expect sunlight 
on the balcony from 6pm; as though, it had 
been summoned on my behalf. 


From its embryonic start as The 
Gloucester Coffee House in the 1700s to 
the present day, the hotel has enjoyed a 
rich history, seeing film stars and oligarchs 
enter its doors, before moving to its current 
Knightsbridge location in 1972, where it 
was one of the first hotels to employ air 
conditioning. Always developing their 
legacy, I’m told that the television takes 
up to thirty seconds to turn on; far from a 
design fault, this is just one in a long line of 
the hotel’s commitment to the environment. 
From a discreet glass block that tells staff if 
sheets don’t need washing, to being one of 
just two hotels in London that recycle all 
uneaten food, it’s clear this isn’t a fleeting 


attempt to conjure favour, but a long term 
commitment to their ethical standpoint. 

Fresh, contemporary colours are teamed 
with sumptuous art work, while on stepping 
into the bathroom, the surround sound fills 
the space with classical music and the walk- 
in shower feels as though it could be beaten 
only by a waterfall. Trademark pret-a- 
portea biscuits and fresh fruit awaits, not to 
mention a bottle of Laurent Perrier chilling. 

The hotel plays host to some of the 
world’s most influential VIP’s, but it’s 
unlikely you would know unless you were 
lucky enough to catch them in the Blue Bar, 
discretion is key, which may be why some 
guests check in on a semi-permanent basis. 
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Romantically-lit, the ambience is fine dining 
combined with a relaxed informality 


After a delightful afternoon spent sipping 
champagne on our balcony, adorned with its 
very own Berkeley bird box, we head down 
to KofFmann’s restaurant to sample their 
French-style menu. The restaurant is the 
second in its grounds, following on from the 
Michelin starred Marcus Wareing. 

Romantically-lit, the ambience is fine 
dining combined with a relaxed informality 
while attention to detail was second to none. 

Starting with a crab and avocado salad 
and delicious scallops with squid ink, the 
menu is inventive without veering too far 
from traditional French faire. For our main 
course we indulged in roasted monkfish 
with pancetta and delectable iberico pork 
with belotti beans. Our upbeat sommelier 


recommended fantastic accompanying 
wines, joking that perhaps the tequila could 
wait until later! After a delicious cheese plate 
of brie and Roquefort, the real star of the 
evening joined us. The pistachio souffle 
arrived in spectacular fashion. We watched 
on in wonder as our waiter gently popped 
the warm lid, before delicately placing a 
scoop of pistachio ice cream into the centre. 
A piece de la resistance if ever there was one. 

Following dinner, we decamped to the 
Blue Bar, a popular choice for cocktails 
amongst London’s elite. The recently 
revamped menu reads like poetry, with each 
cocktail thought through with precision. 

Opting for a ‘Sex and the City’; ‘fresh 
birds eye chilli smashed with passion fruit 
and charged with belvedere vodka, cointreau 
and orange bitters’, it’s clear they take the 
drinks as seriously as the food. 

Like many hotels of its kind, there’s a 
‘hidden door’ feel to The Berkeley. The 
luxury spa on the seventh floor now plays 
host to a secret garden, lying behind walls, it 
boasts flora and fauna, as well as deck chairs 
for swimmers or spa visitors to recline in the 
(sporadic) sunshine. 

Despite being a London local, on 
heading to the Caramel Room for breakfast 
the next morning, it feels as though we’re 
miles away from the familiar streets of 
Knightsbridge. From home-made muesli to 
delectable salmon, it’s hard not to indulge 
(once again) on breakfast fit for a King. 

On check out it’s fair to say we’re 
blown away by the experience. The hotel 
offers style and class on a level that is truly 
exceptional, with everyone wanting to make 
a stay at The Berkeley truly spectacular. 
Make it a special date and just go.

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What goes around 

Jane Powell of Richmond based designers, Roundhouse, tells us why she’s 
honoured to have her name alongside Terence Conran and James Dyson 


S ince joining Richmond Roundhouse three years ago, 
kitchen design expert Jane Powell has already made 
her mark, fighting off competition to win this year’s 
Homes and Gardens Kitchen Designer award. Now she’s 
putting Richmond on the map alongside Ben Hawkswell, 
with whom she runs the showroom. 

‘Roundhouse was founded by two architects in Camden 
17 years ago,’ says Jane. ‘The Richmond showroom opened 
in 2003.’ With an Interior Design degree from Duncan 
of Jordanstone College of Art and Design in Dundee and 
almost ten years experience in the industry, Jane has created 
some stunning and original kitchen designs during her career, 
and has used her appointment in Richmond as a chance to 
propel her career even further. 

So how did she find herself in the practical world of 
kitchen design? ‘While I was studying for my degree in 
Interior and Environmental Design, I worked part-time in

a local showroom for a high-end German kitchen company, 
and realised I loved it,’ she says. ’I realised that you can learn 
a lot quickly about design in the kitchen business, particularly 
because of the technical side.

From muted tones and chrome finishing to bright colours 
and chintzy interiors, it’s clear that there’s no cookie cutter 
formula here, as she strives to give each kitchen a unique look 
that suits the owner. And despite a vast choice, TW9 was 
where Jane decided to focus her attention. ‘Richmond has a 
thriving community and lots of families looking to extend 
their homes to create bigger kitchens and dining spaces.’ 

Keen to stay close to their roots, they use factories in the 
Malvern hills and produce from British craftsman while 
encouraging ethical practice through a tree planting scheme. 

‘Inspiration comes from anywhere and everywhere,’ says 
Jane. ‘I keep up to date with latest design ideas by looking at 
magazines and visiting restaurants and bars. Often the design 
in these places is experimental, and uses new materials which 
can be translated into open plan kitchens or diners.’ 

And what of her award? ‘Taking Homes and Gardens 
2013 Kitchen Designer Award was a huge honour. Previous 
winners have included designers such as Sir Jonathan Ive of 
Apple fame, Sir James Dyson and Sir Terence Conran. In my 
category I saw off two other worthy contenders for the title, 
which was a fantastic achievement!’
